TEK IM BLK TORNADO. 


Kansas City, April IS.—At 3.30 p. rn. 
to-day one of the most disastrous cy­ 
clones that has ever occurred in the State 
started at Salute county, Mo. 
Particulars are hard to obtaiu on ac­ 
count of the wires being down. The di­ 
rection of tho cyclone was southwest. 
Brownsville, it is now reported, fared 
the worst. The storm struck tho busi­ 
ness portion of the town, aud blew down 
everything in its track. 
Eleven persons 
are reported to have been killed, aud a 
number seriously injured. The names of 
two of the killed a**e J. Miller and Perry 
Wilson. 
The 
telegraph 
ojiera- 
tor is among the killed. J. J. Wilson, 
father 
of 
the 
latter, 
was 
badly 
hurt The cyclone, within three miles of 
Marshall Mound, destroyed a number of 
farm houses. No estimate eau be made of 
the loss of property. 
Kansas City, Mo., April 18.—The first 
intimation the residents of Brownsville 
had of the storm was a black cloud that 
appeared about two miles distant in a 
southwesterly direction. It come rap­ 
idly upon them with its terrible noise, 
and passed through the place from a 
southwest to a northeast direction. 
Its path was 200 yards wide, and not 
over two minutes were occupied in going 
through the town. 
Thirty-five people are reported as in­ 
jured. About twenty business houses of 
brick and frame were destroyed, aud as 
many dwellings. 
The hotel was blown down. as was also 
the Missouri Pacific depot. All the tele­ 
graph wires, except that of the railroad, 
were blown down. 
Stock was killed, being crushed against 
the buildings. The storm, after leaving 
Brownsville, was next heard from near 
Marshall, but the damage done is not re­ 
ported.

KILLED BY THE CARS. 


Bird Telegraphy. 
(hi a bundler of invasions, says a cor­ 
respond.* it of the Chicago Tribune, I 
have closely observed the woodcock’s 
system of telegraphy. 
The bird’s man­ 
dibles are furnished with extremely sen­ 
sitive n> rves, so arranged that when the 
p .i t* of the bill rest upon the ground 
tile -Ii lib st sounds are conveyed to its 
brain. 
Standing uihui the water-saturated 
oa itll of a spouty I Mig, our bird litters a 
faint, keen cry, scarcely audible at two 
ro.ls’distance, then immediately lets fall 
his Ii* ad till the tip of his bill touches 
the ground, and listens attentively. 
If 
lib mate hears him she replies, puts her 
bill on the ground, and listens in turn, 
So the hoe messages go back and forth 
as I eg as the birds have allthing to say. 
This sort of thing usually happens in 
the a oft twilights, from May to the mid­ 
d le of August, though occasionally I 
lu n e seen aud heard it iu the broad 
light of a summer day’. 
In June, 1868, 
I made the following note : 
“ To day sketched a woodcock in the 
listening attitude. 
Shall try to get 
further studies.” 
Five years later I succeeded in getting 
three more sketches, and in 1880 I got 
hair more. 
Many of these and kindred 
sketches have l>eeu obtained at the end 
of indescribable care and lalx>r. 
The woodcock is so shy, so attentive, 
.no se n sitiv e , that the least sound will 
c a u se it to skulk ami hide—a thing it 
doe* w ith even greater canning aud suc­ 
cess I hail the quail. 
The only way in 
which I have ever l>een able to get near 
enough to the bird to sketch its natural 
a ttitu d e s , has been to crawl on the wet 
ground, through 
tangled weeds and 
shrubs, until I reached a hiding place on 
the I Minier of its banting range, ami 
there patiently and silently watch for its 
co m in g. 
This I have done over aud 
o v e r ag ain for days together before get­ 
tin g sight of the bird.

Racine, April 18.—Tho funeral of the 
late Captain Wm. R. Pugh was held at 
the Presbyterian church at 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, anti was attended by probably 
the largest concourse of people ever 
gathered in this city to pay the last trib­ 
ute of respect to a fellow citizen. The 
prt>ce8sion was formed by the Racine club, 
followed by the Knights of Pythias, aud 
the Masonic lodge, of all »f which he 
was a member, and hundreds of citizens.

depth of 1.20 meters the work of eight 
men for seven days and an expense of 
62 i lire. 
The other piece of equal size 
was turned lip to the same depth by 
mines three meters apart, containing 
each seventy grams of dynamite, No. I. 
The work required the labor of eight 
men for only three days and a half, uud 
cost 43$ lire. 
I t I nu no doubt been a mystery to 
many how the iron ball inside of sleigh 
bells got there, and it is said to have 
taken considerable thought oil the part 
of the discoverer before the idea struck 
him. 
In making sleigh bells the iron 
ball is put inside a sand core, just the 
shape of the outside of the bell. 
This 
sand cere, with tho jingler inside, is 
placed in the mold of the outside, and 
tho melted metal is inured in, which 
fills up the space between the core and 
mold.

Some relations between the cranium 
and the skeleton of human beings have 
la*en discovered by M. Manouvrier.

Tho weight of the skeleton 
without the cranium varies nearly in 
projwirtiou to the weight of the femur. 
The weight of the cranium is greater 
relatively to that of tho femur the light 
er the latter is. 
The weight of the era 
nium is much more considerable to that 
of the femur in woman than in man—a 
difference so pronounced that it consti- 
tfites one of tho best secondary sexual 
characteristics. About eighty-two women 
in IOO have the cranium heavier than Hie 
two femurs, while eighty-tw o men in IOO 
have it lighter. 
The lower jaw Is heav­ 
ier relatively to the cranium in the an 
thropoids than in man.

A frosh egg has a lime-like surface to 
its shell. 
Stale eggs are glassy and smooth of 
shell. 
Eggs which have been packed in lime 
look stained, and show the action of the 
lime on the surface. 
Eggs packed in bran for a long time 
smell ami taste musty. 
With the aid of the hands or a piece 
of paper rolled in fuunel-shapo and held 
toward the light, the human eve can 
look through an egg, shell and all. 
If Hie egg is clear and golden in ap­ 
pearance when held to the light, it is 
gin id; if dark or spotted, it is bad.

Saddle Horses and Saddle Gaits. 
There is an increasing demand of late 
for good saddle horses. 
The gaits that 
especially command a horse for use in 
the sadilfe are the w alk, the fox trot, tho 
single fin it and the rack. 
The w alk is a 
gait understood by'everybody', but every­ 
body d«M»8 not understand that a good 
saddle horse ought to Im? able to go a 
square walk at the rate of five miles an 
hour. The fox trot is faster than the 
square walk and tho horse will usually 
take a few steps at this gait when chang­ 
ing from a fast walk to a trot. 
The 
single-foot differs somewhat from tile fox 
trot ami has been described as exactly' 
intermediate between the true trot and 
the true walk. Each foot appears to 
move im p ru d en tly of the other, with a 
sort of pit-a-pat, one-at-a-time motion, 
and it is a much faster gait than the fox 
trot. 
Tho rack is very nearly allied to 
tho true pacing gait, the difference lazing 
that in the latter the hind foot keeps ex­ 
act time with the fore foot of tho same 
side, making it w hat has laten called a 
literal 
or one-side-at-a-timc 
motion, 
W’hile in tile former the hind foot touches 
tho ground slightly in advance of the fore 
foot on tlio same side. 
The rack is not 
so fast a gait as the true pace, but is a 
desirable 'gait in a saddle horse.—Na­ 
tional Live Stock Journal.
